SFY 2001 Annual Report Card — Executive Summary

Executive Summary

The Annual Report Card (ARC), which is distributed to the Legislative Committee on Children
and Youth, contains information on outcomes, performance indicators, and compliance issues.

It consists of three parts:
Performance Indicators, which provides information on service outcomes.

Compliance Index, which reports on the Division’s compliance with requirements set by
DCFS with guidance from the legislative children and youth committees.

Description of Population and Services, which describes the children who were the subjects
of maltreatment reports, children who were served in foster care, and children provided
adoption services.

The ARC measures safety outcomes in terms of repeat abuse/neglect for children after an initial
true report, in terms of true reports related to children in foster care, and in terms of abuse and
neglect which occurs after the opening of a case to protective, supportive or intensive family
services.

It also measures permanency outcomes by measuring the percentage of children returning
home within 18 months of removal as well as the percentage of children placed into adoptive
homes within 12 months of the termination of parental rights.

Finally, well-being outcome measures include analyses of the number of children with more than
3 placements in the first 18 months after removal, the percentage of children placed with their
siblings, and the percentage of children receiving initial and comprehensive health screenings
after entering care.

The ARC provides this information on a yearly basis, showing trends over time, as well as
descriptions of the client population at the various service stages, so that the agency has
information on populations and issues to target in efforts to improve performance.

During SFY 2001, the Division improved or remained steady in four of the eight performance
indicators that measure the Division’s progress with regards to its major goals of child safety,
family preservation, and permanency. They are listed below.

Percentage of Families with True Allegations of Child Maltreatment Three Months, Six
Months, and One Year after a Previous True Report

The percentage of families with true allegations of child maltreatment after a previous
true report at three months (3%) and six months (5%) decreased one percentage point
from SFY 2000. The percentage for maltreatment one year after a previous true report
remained steady at 8%. The percentages for SFY 2001 represent the Division’s
continued effort to ensure children are safe from abuse and neglect.

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Percentage of Children Entering Foster Care Who Were Returned Home within Eighteen
Months

The percentage of children who returned home within eighteen months after entering
foster care (72%) increased ten percentage points from SFY 2000, and was the highest
in the previous three annual reports.

Percentage of Children Living with Adoptive Families within Twelve Months of Termination of
Parental Rights

The percentage of children living with adoptive families within twelve months of
termination of parental rights experienced an increase from 20% in SFY 2000 to 33% in
SFY 2001.

However there were three noteworthy areas regarding performance indicators. They are listed
below.

Percentage of Children Entering Foster Care who Experienced more than Three
Placements within the Past Eighteen Months

The percentage of children with more than three placements within the past eighteen
months stood at 19%, three percentage points higher than SFY 2000.

Percentage of Siblings in Placement who were Placed Together

The percentage of siblings who were placed with at least one sibling experienced a
decrease from 79% in SFY 2000 to 74% in SFY 2001.

Percentage of Children Receiving Protective Services, Supportive Services, or Intensive
Family Services (IFS) Who Entered Foster Care Within One Year of Initiation of Services

The percentage of children entering foster care within one year of initiation of services
increased five percentage points for Protective Services (to 13%) from SFY 2000.

The Angela R. Settlement Agreement Standards Committee, in their April 2001 meeting, revised
standards used to determine compliance. However, since these standards were not developed
until April 2001, SFY 1997 standards will be used in this report. The new standards will be used
in future reports.

The Division exceeded the goal in one area of the compliance requirements.

Timely Initiation of Child Maltreatment Assessments

The percentage for timely initiations increased to 84%, a three-percentage point increase
from SFY 2000 and above the goal of 80%.

However there were noteworthy areas regarding compliance requirements this fiscal year. They
are listed on the following page.

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Timely Completion of Child Maltreatment Assessments

The percentage for timely completion stood at 78%, slightly lower than SFY 2000 (80%)
and below the goal of 85%.

24- and 72- Hour Initial Health Screenings for Children Entering Foster Care

The percentage for 24-hour initial health screenings stood at 86%, eight percentage
points lower than SFY 2000 (94%) and below the goal of 95%.

The percentage for 72-hour initial health screenings stood at 86%, three percentage
points below SFY 2000 (89%) and below the goal of 95%.

Comprehensive Health Assessments

The percentage for comprehensive health assessments stood at 87%, a three percent
increase over SFY 2000 (84%) but below the goal of 95%.

Foster Home Re-evaluations

The percentage for foster-home re-evaluation stood at 81%, a decrease of six
percentage points from SFY 2000 (87%) and below the goal of 95%.

The last section, Description of Population and Services, describes the number and status of
maltreatment assessments, services provided, children who were subjects of maltreatment
reports, children who were served in foster care, and children provided adoption services.
There were no remarkable differences between SFY 2001 population and services and SFY
2000 population and services. However when trends were observed from SFY 1999 to SFY
2001 there were notable differences. They are listed below.

Supportive Services, Protective Services, and Foster Care

The combined number of supportive service, protective service, and foster care, cases
increased 20% from SFY 1999 (13,273 cases) to SFY 2001 (15,944 cases).

There was an 11% increase in the number of foster care cases (5,129 to 5,704) over the
same time period.

Foster Care Children by Age

There was a 41% increase on the number of foster children ages 12 and older from SFY
1999 (1,705 children) to SFY 2001 (2,398 children).

Length of Time Children are in Foster Care

The percentage of children that stay in care six months or less increased 10 percentage
points from SFY 1999 (38%) to SFY 2001 (48%)).

Of the 5,603 families who were involved in a true report of maltreatment between July 1999 and

June 2000, 194 families (3%) experienced a repeat true allegation of maltreatment within 3

months of the initial report. Of those same 5,603 families, 301 families (5%) were involved in a

Of these 38
reports, only 11 were found to be true, or an average of 2.75 true reports per quarter. Based
upon an average of 1,000 active DCFS foster homes each quarter, the percentage of foster

2 Generally, families receiving Supportive Services have less severe problems, while families receiving IFS
are by definition in imminent risk of having one or more children placed in foster care or already have children
in foster care, with Protective Services families falling somewhere between those extremes. In this light, it
is not surprising that IFS tends to have the highest rate of abuse and neglect or entry into foster care.

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Part Il: Compliance Index

These compliance requirements were set by DCFS with guidance from the Joint Interim
Committee on Children and Youth in 1995. The index is compiled by computing the rates of
compliance with the following requirements:

1. Timely Initiation of Child Maltreatment Assessments. Timely initiation means the
investigator interviews or observes the victim child outside the presence of the alleged
offender within twenty-four hours of any alleged severe maltreatment or within seventy-
two hours otherwise.

2. Timely Completion of Child Maltreatment Assessments. Timely completion means
a determination must be made regarding an allegation of child maltreatment within thirty
days of receipt of the allegation.

3. 24-Hour Initial Health Screenings. This screening is conducted within twenty-four
hours after removal from the home on children who enter foster care due to an allegation
of severe maltreatment or if there is evidence of acute illness or injury.

4, 72-Hour Initial Health Screenings. This screening is conducted within seventy-two
hours after removal from the home on all children who enter foster care who are not
subject to the twenty-four hour screening.

5. Comprehensive Health Assessment. The purpose of this assessment is to evaluate
the physical and mental health status of all foster children and is to be completed within
sixty days of a child’s entering foster care.

6. Foster Home Recruitment. DCFS must ensure a sufficient number and variety of
foster homes meeting minimal standards and matched to the needs and characteristics
of foster children.

7. Foster Home Re-evaluation. DCFS must re-evaluate at least annually each foster
home’s ability to care for children.
